WasHINGTON, August 6.—The President 
says that where offices have been held for

Alabama. 


Mosi ez, August 6.--Last night, a serious 
riot occurred in this city, beginning at an 
out-door Radical meeting, to celebrate the 
triumph of the Radical candidate for this 
Congressional district. The meeting was 
a large one-—-all negroes except a few white 
leaders. During the whole of yesterday, 
rumors were in circulation that the negroes 
were very much excited, defiant and 
threatening, and meant to burn the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Congress, Col. Mann, 
in effigy. Several citizens called on the 
Mayor and some of the Radical leaders, 
and advised them that it would be 
better to postpone the meeting; for 
if the effigy threat was carried out 
the white people could not be restrained 
from an attempt to resent the indignity by 
force. It was thought that these represen- 
tations had the desired effect, and there 
would be no meeting. At eight o’clock, 
however. the tar barrels were light, and the 
negroes began to flock in until they swell- 
ed into acrowd of a thousand or fifteen 
hundred. Many of them came armed with 
guns, but a majority of them with con- 
cealed weapons—pistols, knives, and razors. 
Nothing oecurred to disturb the harmony 
of the meeting, except the inflammatory 
talk of the carpet-bag speakers, until about 
ten o’clock, when a jocose dispute between 
two citizens, on a subject entirely foreign 
to politics, or the meeting, attracted some 
attention, and in pressing up to see what 
it was about, a white accidentally trod on 
the foot of anegro. Just as the alterca- 
tion about this was settled, a pistol shot was 
heard, and this was the signal for a gener- 
al firing. The wholecrowd dispersed im- 
mediately. The firing was continued a 
few moments, as the crowd scattered, and 
in ten minutes adead quiet reigned, broken 
only by the tread of white patrols. A de- 
tachment of United States troops were 
stationed at the guard house at the request 
of the Mayor, in anticipation of trouble; 
they ,took no part in the fray except to 
march up town to look after and put a stop 
to some orne: {t is not known ’ who 
fired the rst shot. It was the 
natural result of the excitement. There 
were not over a hundred white men as 
lookers on at the meeting. The casualties 
were small, considering the number of 
shots and the close quarters. Many shots 
must have been fired in the air. Three 
negroes were killed outright; four police 
officers were wounded, also, five negroes 
and three white men were wounded. 

The Mobile Register, of this morning, 
comments on the riot as follows: Last 
night’s work, done after our editorial of 
this morning wasin print, isa sharp and 
quick commentary on thedangers we fore- 
cast from the present aspect of affairs. It 
isa burning shame that this community 
should be exposed to outrages like this. 
Andthe community owes it to itself, to take 
measures to protect itself against a repe- 
tition of them. 

As to where the blame lies, there is no 
room for question. These deeds are the 
direst outflow of the maddened passions of 
negroes, inflamed and lashed into fury by 
the public harangues and private instiga- 
tions of the foreign Radieals in our midst. 
It is a question for the public to decide, how 
long these incendiaries shall be allowed to 
disturb the peace of society and the safety 
of women and children. We hope thata 
public meeting will be held to answer these 
questions. 

The election in the Ist Congressional 
District is uncertain. It will take the offi- 
cial count to decide. 

MONTGOMERY, August 6.—The returns 
are still meagre, but enough is known to 
render it certain that Buckley and Hays, 
Radicals, have been elected in the Second 
and Fourth districts, by negro majorities. 
Dox and Sherrod, Democrats, are elected 
in the Fifth and Sixth districts, by white 
majorities. The returns from the First 
district is too indefinite to pronounce cer- 
tainly, but itis the impression that Buck 
is elected. The Third districtis very close, 
ye one hundred votes will probably de- 
cide.

To-day is the memorable total eclipse of 
the sun. 

Everybody must be on hand about five 
o'clock, or earlier, with smoked glass, ruby- 
tinted glass, opera glasses, or small tele- 
scopes. 

The eclipse begins in Siberia, crosses 
south of Behrings Straits, southeasterly 
runs across Alaska, into British America, 
through various States, beginning with 
Nebraska and going through Kentucky, 
Tennessee and North Carolina into the 
Atlantic ocean. We are off of the central 
line, and will not get 50 much darkness. 
On the line, the total Obscuration will be 
over two and a half minutes.
